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U.S. Snubs K’chev 


Call to End Big-4 


Berlin Occupation 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The United States bluntly 


rejected Russian demands 


for a change in the status 


of Berlin and was waiting calmly Tuesday to see what 
the next Russian step would be. 
A State Department spokesman said Monday the 


U.S. “has no intention” of giv- 
ing up its share of the four 
power occupation of the former 
German capital. Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev had made a demand 
earlier for an end of the four- 
power occupation. 


Department officials differed 
on just what the Russians 
might do now. Some saw in 
Khrushchev’s demand a hint 
that Russia might abrogate the 
resent agreement permitting 
tritish, French and U.S, access 
to Berlin, deep in the former 
Russian Zone of occupation. 
Others said they saw no such 
threats and thought the Rus-: 
sians were only trying to force 
the Western powers into rec- 
ognizing East Germany, which 
surrounds Berlin. 


State Department press chief 
LincoIn White gave that U.S. 
reaction to statements by 
Khrushchev at a Polish-Soviet 
friendship meeting In Moscow. 


In response to newsmen’'s in- 
quiries, White said: 


“The United States has always 
maintained the position that the 
four powers are in Berlin as a 
result of the total surrender of 
the Nazi regime. 


“No one of the four powers 
can. divest itself of its responsi- 
bilides and obligations unilate- 
rally. 

“The United States certainly 
has no intention of so doing.” 

White then quoted from two 
recent pronouncements on U.S. 
readiness to fight for West Ber- 
lin. 

The first was a statement by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles at his news conference 
last Friday. 

The other was a U.S.-British- 
French statement issued last 
May 8 reaffirming the Western 
Big Three's 1954 declaration of 
determination to preserve West 
Berlin's security. 

White said these statements 
hold just as true today as when 
they were issued. 


U.K. Denies Right 

LONDON (AP)—Britain Mon- 
day night denied Russia’s right 
to scrap any agreements relat- 
ing to the allied occupation of 
Berlin. P 

A Foreign Office statement 
reminded Premier Nikita Khru- 
shchev that the Western posi- 
tion in the former German cap- 
ital rests not on the 1945 Pots- 
dam Patt—as he says—but “on 
the right of occupation deriv 
ing ffom the unconditional sur- 
render of Germany.” 

It was clear to allied diplo- 
mats. here that Khrushchev’'s 
move—one of the most extreme 
he has signalled—represents a 
full-blooded effort to win re- 
cognition for the East German 
Communist regime. 


Bonn Refused 

BONN (AP)—West German 
Government sources said Mon- 
day that this country will never 
agree to ending the four-pow- 
er occupation of Berlin until all 
of German is reunited. 

This was the first response of 
Government sources here to 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev's abrupt call for an end of 
the Berlin occupation. 


Cuba Gun Runners 
Nabbed in Florida 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fila. 
(AP)—Federal agents surprised 
nearly two dozen Cuban rebel 
sympathizers in the act of load- 
ing munitions aboard a plane 
and charged 22 persons with 
violating the Neutrality Act. 

Two women were among the 
group seized with an arms-laden 
Bi8 bomber on abandoned Pros- 
pect Air Field Monday night. 

Border patrol agents biasted 
a fleeing auto’s tire with 
machine gun bullets, preventing 
the getaway of five of their pris- 
oners. 

Agents said a big assortment 
of rifles, machine guns, am- 
munition, medical supplies, 
boots and field equipment were 
placed aboard the plane as they 
watched from concealment, 

Some of the material was in 
packages marked “Fidel.” Fidel 
Castro heads the rebel army 
which dominates much of 
Cuba’s Oriente Province,

Ikeda Hails Ike’s 
Plan for Asia Aid 


SEATTLE (AP)—Japan’'s chief delegate to the Colombo Plan 
ministers’ conference would like to see President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's S-point plan for Asian development put into im- 


mediate effec. 


Hayato Ikeda, minister without portfolio, said in an interview 


that he shared the President's 
view exactly, particulariy his 
call for expanded world trade. 


“Of course there are various 
means of assisting countries 
such as technical training, loans 
from banks or through an inter- 
national development associa- 
tion,” Ikeda said. 

“But the basic part of the pro- 
gram depends upon the inflow 
of capital and goods through 
trade.” 

Eisenhower said in . his 
speech that the United States is 
prepared to join in a discussion 
of trade problems to see if a 
solution can be found for coun- 
tries with only a few primary 
export commodities. 

Ikeda said that inasmuch as 
Japan imports more than it 
sells to the United States and 
because the “general climate 
here is basically favorable to 
freer trade” he could see no rea- 
son why Japanese should not 
sell more goods to the United 
States. 

He predicted that there will 
be a significant improvement in 
Japan's volume of trade with 
the United States. 

In the past, he said, some 
Japanese business practices 
have been harmful to U.S. busi- 
ness but now the situation is 
being rectified. 

Ikeda is flying to Washington 
this weekend at the conclusion 
of the Colombo Plan ministers’ 
conference. He will talk with 
officials for three days begin- 
ning next Monday. 

President Eisenhower's speech 
Monday setting forth a five-point 
program of international aid

In the postwar years the 
United States has given aid to- 
taling $65,000 million to foreign 
countries, including former ene- 
my countries. It is the first 
time in world history that a vic-

These happenings remind us 
of H. G. Cole’s words “sociali- 
zation of capitalism” and drive 
home to us the need for a fair 
and just distribution of wealth 
and full and complete social 
From them will come 
economic stability for the world. 

Viewed from this standpoint, 
Kishi's policies, I feel, are al- 
most devoid of political con- 
siderations befiitting the new 
age. One of his. election 
pledges was the improvement 
of social security system, but 
he has done very little toward 
that end. The way monopolistic 
capital is gaining power seems 
to suggest that the maldistribu- 
tion of wealth is being abetted, 
rather than corrected. 

With a proper social security 
system, and, simultaneously, a 
steady investment in under- 
developed countries, the prob- 
lem of overproduction—one of 
Japan’s biggest economic head- 
aches today—could be solved 
and the Japanese social condi- 
tions kept from getting worse. 

Kishi should bear this in 
mind and reshape his policies. 
No government is ‘worthy of 
the name unless it does at least 
what the British Laborite re- 
gime under James Ramsay Mac- 
Donald did. ‘ 

Kishi's present policies only 
breed hostility which develops 
into a struggle of might against 
might. Admittedly, Kishi’s op- 
ponents are apt to resort to mob 
tactics, but he should become 
level-headed, have faith in the 
good sense of the people and 
evolve policies that will be in 
step With the times, 


Unions, Reds 
Turning More 
Violent: Aichi 


Justice Minister Kiichi Aichi 
yesterday warned the Cabinet 
against a growing trend among 
labor unions and Communists 
to adopt violence. 

He sounded the warning in a 
report on the recent security 
situation at a Cabinet confer. 
ence. 

Aichi urged the Government 
to take adequate precautionary 
measures against possible 
emergency, indicating the pos- 
sibility of a revolutionary senti- 
ment being stirred up for the 
fourth time since World War 
Il. 

The Justice Minister pointed 
out the need not only to guard 
against moves of leftist and 
rightist organizations but also 
to watch how these groups will 
try to influence middle-of-the 
road segments of the nation. 

Aichi's report was based on 
an analysis of the security 
situation by his ministry's Cri- 
minal Affairs Bureau. 

Aichi said that the future 
security situation would be seri- 
ously affected by possible shifts 
in the trend of middle-of-the- 
road groups now caught in an 
offensive squeeze between the 
leftist and rightist groups. 

The revolutionary trend first 
gained momentum in the post- 
war period until Feb. 1, 1947 
when a general strike threaten- 
ed to paralyze the nation’s traf- 
fic and communications systems. 
The second revolutionary period 
came in June 1951 when a large 
number of Communists surged 
into the Diet, and the third 
period was climaxed in 1952 
when “Molotov cocktails” were 
hurled in the May Day rally at 
the Imperial plaza, 

Aichi noted that the Commu- 
nists have been actively infil- 
trating among workers and 
farmers since they effected a 
reorganization at their seventh 
party convention last July. 

He also noted a_ tendency 
among the Sohyo-led Japan 
Teachers Union and Japan 
Postal Workers Union to force 
their demands through in dis- 
regard of the existing laws. 


Japan to Ask U.S. 
For Military Aid 


Japan will apply to the United 
States shortly for ¥50,000 mil- 
lion in aid for its Self-Defense 
Forces for fiscal 1959 and 
under the Japan-U.S. Mutual 
Security Agreements of 1954. 

The application will be made 
through the U.S. Military Assis*- 
ance Advisory Group in Tokyo 
in a day or two, A formal de- 
cision to take such action was 
made at a regular Cabinet ses- 
sion vesterday. 

Japan seeks tanks, guns, alr- 
planes and other equipment. It 
will not apply for guided mis- 
siles or new fighter planes.

Line Brings 

Attack Talks 
To Deadlock 


GENEVA (UPI) — Russia's 
new “tough” line with the West 
brought a quick second dead- 
lock in East-West cold war talks 
in Geneva Tuesday. 

Experts of the Western and 
Communist camps met for an 
hour in the first working ses- 
sion of a conference on preven- 
tion of surprise attacks. 

Then they adjourned in sharp 
conflict following an opening 
move by the Soviets to trans- 
form the meeting into another 
cold war battleground. 

This brought the tally of 
bogged down East-West parleys 
in Geneva to a total of two out 
of two. 

Russia and the West have 
been deadlocked for more than 
10 days in the nuclear ban talks 
here over Moscow’s demand for 
an immediate and unconditional 
Western pledge to ban nuclear 
tests for all time. 

The surprise attack talks hit 
their first major snag at the for- 
mal opening session Monday. 
Russia’s chief delegate, V. V. 
Kuznetsov, delivered a fiery on- 
slaught against the West, laid 
down a shattering list of Soviet 
conditions for an agreement, 
that added up to total capitula- 
tion by the West, and made it 
clear the Russians want the par- 
ley to be an East-West political 
forum. 

The West has announced re- 
peatediy that it has come bere 
only on condition that the sur- 
prise attack talks be strictly 
on a technical basis between ex- 
perts. 

At the first working session 
at 10:30 a.m. Tuesday, U.S. chief 
delegate William C. Foster and 
Russia’s Kuznetsov each deliver- 
ed statements on the way the 
Western and Communist delega- 
tions respectively want the talks 
to function. 

The meeting was held under 
Foster’s chairmanship. 

Then, after only an hour, the 
conference adjourned until the 
same time Wednesday while 
Foster and Kuznetsov, each ac- 
companied by only a_ tiny 
handful of aides, conferred pri- 
vately in an attempt to break 
the deadlock. , 

This was their third such 
meeting and there was nothing 
to indicate they reached agree- 
ment. 

There was difficulty even in 
drafting an official communique. 

It took Western and Soviet 
officials nearly 45 minutes to do 
so and when it was released it 
said virtually nothing. 

It did disclose, however, that 
the conference had given itself 
the mouth-filling name of “con- 
ference of experts for the study 
of possible measures which 
might be helpful in preventing 
surprise attacks and for the 
preparation of a report thereon 
to governments.” 

The communique did not re- 
veal the contents of the West- 
ern and Soviet statements. 

However, the West was 
known to have submitted a 
draft working program entire- 
ly on technical questions while 
Kuznetsov was reported to be 
seeking to pin the West down 
in advance to some form of poli- 
tical commitment, tying in the 
surprise attack talks with the 
general issue of disarmament. 
His opening speech Monday in- 
dicated he intended to do some- 
thing of this sort,

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The U.N. Political Committee 
was expected to pass by a com-

The 81-nation committee head- 
ed for a vote in the face of a 
Soviet warning that the US- 
backed call for free elections in 
Korea “won't change anything.” 

The Western proposal, spon- 
sored by 13 nations who fought 
under the U.N. flag in Korea, 
also recalled past U.N. resolu 
tions denouncing both North 
Korean and Chinese Reds as 
aggressors. 

The Communists have not put 
up a rival resolution this year, 
but Soviet Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Valerian Zorin told the 
committee the only way Korea 
can get a single government is 
for the North and South regimes 
to get together and negotiate an 
agreement.

Foreign. Minister  Alichiro 
Fujiyama said yesterday the 
talks between Japan and the Re- 
public of Korea were heading 
for a deadlock and may have to 
be suspended temporarily un- 
less there is a change in the 
Japanese Government's policy.

Prince Mikasa, Society Quarrel

Prince Mikasa was reported 
yesterday to have angrily walk- 
ed out of the general assembly 
of the Japan Historians Society 
Saturday. 

Prince Mikasa reportedly left 
the meeting when his motion 
opposing revival of National 

mandation Day on Feb. 11 was 
ruled “out of order.” 

This was disclosed by Prof. 
Taro Sakamoto of Tokyo Uni- 
versity, the society’s director 
general, 

National Foundation Day is a 
holiday which Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi’s Liberal-Demo- 
crats and other conservatives 
are Campaigning to restore. It 
is the day, according to Japa- 
nese mythology when the first 
Japanese emperor, Jimmu, as- 
cended the throne in 660 B.C.and 
was widely celebrated until it 
was abolished by the occu- 
pation authorities, 
Sakamoto quoted Mikasa as 


saying: “I don’t want to be a 
member of this society any 
longer.” Mikasa then walked 
out, | 


Sakamoto added, “I did rule 
the motion out of order be- 
cause jit was not on the agenda 
and was abruptly introduced by 
the prince without taking nec- 
essary procedures.” 

He said, “Prof, Masajiro Taki- 
gawa seconded me strongly, 
saying the issue was not for 
the society to deliberate, — be- 
cause it is political and not 
acadethic.” 

Prime Mikasa, the Emperor's 
youngest brother and professor 
of orientology at Tokyo Wom- 
en’s University, created a 
wide-spread furor early this 
year when he publicly denounc- 
ed the prewar holiday as “with- 
out historical foundation.” 

Rightists and some moderates 
attacked Prince -Mikasa public- 
ly for making the statement. 


One famed columnist said, “He 
ought to do that only after he 
relinquishes his title of imperial 
prince.” 


Prince Mikasa could not be 
reached for comment, 


His close associates, however, 
quoted him as saying, “Let me 
think hard about this particular 
event, before I make any state- 
ment,” 


Sakamoto, a leading authority 
on ancient Japanese history, 
commented: “I personally do 


not support the theory that the 
nation was founded on Feb, 
11, 660 B.C. Whether to have a 
national foundation day for a 
nation or not, ought not to be 
an issue for an academic society 
to discuss,” 

“But we still consider Prince 
Mikasa a member of o.r #80 
ciety,” Sakamoto said. “if he 
stated at the general assembly 
he didn't want to be a member, 
that failed to conform to our 
procedure of separation.”

Belgian Monk to Use Nobel 
Prize Money for Refugees 


HUY, Belgium (UPI)—Father 
Georges Pire Monday accepted 
the Nobel Peace Prize for 1955 
with a modest reminder that the 
refugee resettlement work 
which won him the award was 
far from completed. 

To emphasize this poin-, 
Father Pire disclosed in an. in- 
terview that he will spend the 
money to build 
more refugee facilities. 

Part of the money will be 
used to add a block to the “Nan- 
sen” refugee Village in Brussels 
and part will go toward build- 
ing a new village in Norway 
named after the young Jewish 
martyr Anne Frank, he added. 

“T hope the attribution of the 
prize will help focus the world's 
attention on. the 
problem and plight of displaced 
persons,” Father Pire said.

Paper Unions Slate 
Svmpathy Strike 


About 12,500 workers of 14 
paper and pulp companies will 
strike for an hour from 2 : 
Friday to back up the workers 
of the Oji Paper Co. who are 
now fighting for a° union shop. 

The sympathy strike plan was 
fixed at meeting of strategists 
of the Federation of Paper and 
Pulp Industry Workers Unions 
(Kamipa Roren) Monday night. 

Taking part in Friday's strike 
will be the labor unions of Jujo 
Paper, Nippon Paper, Sanyo 
Pulp and Hyogo Pulp as well 
as 10 other paper and pulp 
manufacturing companies, 

The strike will be the second, 
following up one carried out 
Oct. 21. 

On Friday, the 240,000-member 
Hokkaido District Labor Council 
is also scheduled to strike in 
sympathy with the Oji workers. 

Meanwhile, a group of labor 
organizations supporting the Oji 
union yesterday issued a state- 
ment opposing the settlement 
formula suggested by Dr. Ichiro 


Nakayama, chairman of the 
Central Labor Relations Com- 
mission. 

Nakayama unofficially  pro- 


posed last week that the prob- 
lern concerning the union shop 


be shelved. Nakayama is 
scheduled to submit a formal 


mediation plan Thursday. 

The labor organizations sup- 
porting the Oji union said if 
mediation fails, they would call 
limited strikes Friday. The 
labor groups include the Gen- 
eral Council of Japan Trade 
Unions and the Coal. Mine 
Workers Union. 


Sato Orders Strict | 
Discipline in SDF

Rochdale M.P. Condemns 
Hongkong LaborPractices 


By BENJAMIN MARTIN 


Yesterday’s session of the 
Asian Textile Labor Conference, 
which is being held in Tokyo 
under the auspices of the In- 
ternational Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions, was high- 
lighted by a blistering attack 
upon the Colonial Government 
of Hongkong by Ernest Thorn- 
ton, a Member of Parliament 
who represents the Lancashire 
textile center of Rochdale. 

Thornton, who is currently at- 
tending the conference as the 
representative of the Interna- 
tional Federation of Textile 
Workers Associations, had re- 
cently conducted a survey of 
labor conditions in the textile 
industries of a number of Asian 
countries. 

Speaking forcefully, Thornton 
made the following statement: 
“I think it is necessary for me 
to comment fon) the scandal 
ously long hours which some of 
the Hongkong employers (not 
all) work their operatives. The 
labor laws of Hongkong permit- 
ted women in industrial estab- 
lishments to be worked 13 hours 
per day, 7 days per week. In 
many cases women were actual- 
ly working, and doubtless still 
are, 12 ‘hours her shift, 7 days 
per week. The longest hours 
for women of any country in 
Asia probably the longest in the 
world! 

“AS a result of these revela- 
tions I made in the U.K. Parlia- 
ment a new labor code was 
promised. This new labor code 
Was approved by the Hong- 
kong Legislative Council on 
Nov. o—Six days ago... 

“These new labor regulations 
reduce the maximum daily 
period of work for women by 
one hour and the maximum 
legal number of hours worked 
to 10 daily, and the working 
days per week from 7 to 6, giv- 
ing them for the first time a 
Statutory day of rest each week. 
This, in all, has the effect of 
reducing the legal maximum 
working week by 31 hours and 
seems, on the surface, quite 
an impressive advance. But it 
is disappointingly inadequate 
when judged by Asian stan- 
dards. The legislative change is 
& measure of how bad the old 
regulations were, not how good 
the new regulations are. 

“The old regulations permit- 
ted women to work 91 hours 
per week; the new regulations 
permit women to work 60 hours 
per week, with overtime pro- 
visions of 6 hours per week for 
rot more then 25 weeks per 
year—a possible average over a 
year of 63 hours per week! In 
India, for example, the legal 
maximum working week ‘for 
women is 48 hours; and in Ja- 


pan and Pakistan not less 


favorable standards apply. 

“It is incredible and disgrace- 
ful that new legislation should 
permit women to work regular- 
ly 60 hours per week, particul- 
arly when thousands are unem- 
ployed! Here are the seeds of 
future social and political up- 
heaval.... If the Hongkong Col- 
nial Government and the U.K. 
Parliament continue to flout 
Asian standards, then the Asian 
trade unions must move in and 
do the job for them. I seriously 
and deliberately suggest that my 
Hongkong trade union col- 
leagues move in on this job, as 
a proper industrial task with 
all the means at their disposal. 


“T Know I shall be accused, as 
I have already been by the 
Hongkong press (which of 
course represents the employers’ 
viewpoint) of being more con- 
cerned about Lancashire’s diffi- 
culties than Hongkong’s prob- 
lems. I shall be accused again 
of improper motives ... This is 
a humanitarian issue; a big 
trade union issue also. My 
strong feeling springs primarily 
from my own personal experi- 
ences.” 


“At 13 years of age I started 
work as a weaver 10 hours per 


-day, 554% hours per week. Even 


yet I recall the nervous and 
physical fatigue I felt at the end 
of each working day and week. 
The reduction of the working 
week from 55% hours to 48 was 
one of the greatest reliefs I have 
ever known. 

“I condemn the Hongkong 
Colonial Government and the 
U.K. Government for their un- 
pardonable indifference to the 
health and well-being of thou- 
sands of women colonial sub- 
jects.” 

In his concluding remarks 
Thornton added that not dis- 
similar conditions also exist for 
textile workers of South Korea 
and suggested to the conference 
that protests be sent to both 
Governments.

Military and scientific experts are now meeting in 


Geneva in order to 


determine whether 


an international 


warning system to prevent a surprise attack by one great 
power on another is technically feasible. 

If they come to the conclusion that it is feasible, then 
a treaty might possibly be negotiated later which would 


really put at rest the 


present all-pervading 


fear that 


some country may suddenly launch an attack with nuclear 


weapons. 


These Geneva talks are of pre-eminent importance he- 
cause the alternative to their success would seem to be a 
continuance of the present nuclear test programs so re- 
pugnant to most of the peoples of the world. 


But the outlook, we 


fear, 


is bleak. 


Since the first 


experts’ talk in Geneva, Soviet Russia has already carried 
out two nuclear tests and is apparently determined that 
by the end of the year it will have leveled up the score 
with the United States and Britain. This can hardly pro- 
vide a good atmosphere for the present consultations, al- 
though it has been insisted on that this second parley, like 
the first, is intended to be technical and not political. 


The misgivings felt when the high-ranking Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Kuznetsov appeared on the Ge- 
neva scene seemed to be justified Monday when he made 


a thinly veiled denunciation 


of American foreign policy 


and declared that international fears could only be elimi- 
nated by complete nuclear disarmament, reduction of con- 
ventional arms stockpiles and abandonment of military 


bases on foreign territory. 


But these involve political disputes that the Western 
delegates had hopes of avoiding at this particular confer- 


ence, 


Mr. W, C. Foster, the chief American delegate, care- 


fully avoided all reference to political matters and urged

But still more significant is Mr. Khrushchevy's 


call for an end to the four-power division of Berlin. 

“The time has evidently come for the powers which 
signed the Potsdam agreement,” he is quoted as saying, 
“to give up the remnants of the occupation regime in 
Berlin and thus make it possible to create a normal 
atmosphere in the capital of the German Democratic Re- 


public.” 


By this last expression Mr. Khrushchev means, 


of course, Communist East Germany, not generally rec- 
ognized as a legitimate state at all, but merely as the crea- 
tion of the Soviet Russian army and a band of German 


Communist collaborators. 


Mr. Khrushchev announced that 


Soviet Russia, on its part, would hand over those func- 


tions in Berlin which were

Mr. Khrushchev’s attitude is, of course, 


tantamount to saying that it is the Communist-dominated 
part of Germany that should dictate terms for future 


developments in the way of German unity. 


And it is fol- 


lowed by a renewal of vague accusations about West Ger- 


man militarism. 


The accusation that the West has been using Berlin 
to carry on subversive activity against East Germany, the 
Soviet Union and “other Warsaw Pact countries,” is also 


revealing, 


We are not considering here the question of German 
reunification. But we wish to note the connection between 
these utterances and Moscow’s attitude on the subject of 


nuclear weapons. 


The defensive measures taken by the 
free nations are irksome to the Soviet Government. 


Any 


plans devised to hold up Communist expansion are con- 
sidered so. Moscow is seeking to break down the defen- 


sive ring wherever it can do so, 


It seeks to deprive the 


Western powers of the defensive values of nuclear weap- 
ons, perhaps believing that in their absence it has suf- 
ficient manpower and conventional arms at its beck and 
call to assert military superiority over any challengers.

Security Pact Revision 


Some Aspects of the ‘Problem 


OAKLAND — Announcement 
was made in Washington on 
Sept, 11, that Secretary of State 
Dulles and Foreign Minister 
Fujivama had agreed that nego- 
tiations for revision’ of the 
Japanese-American Security 
Treaty of Sept. 8, 1951, would 
be held in Tokyo, Under the 
treaty the United States has 
maintained armed forces in and 
about, Japan. The treaty 
authorizes these forces to be 
utilized for three purposes (1) 
to maintain international peace 
and security in the Far Fast; 
(2) to aid in securing Japan 
against armed attack; and (3) to 
aid Japan in putting down in- 
ternal disturbances caused by 
outside instigation or interven- 
tion, if aid is requested by Ja- 
pan. 


It is apparent from the pre- 
amble that the treaty was de- 
signed as an interim measure 
for the protection of Japan. 
The preamble reads: “Japan has 
this day signed a Treaty of 
Peace with the Allied Powers. 
On the coming into force of 
that treaty Japan will not have 
effective means to exercise its 
inherent right of self<iefense 
because it has been disarmed, 
There is danger to Japan in 
this situation because irrespon- 
sible militarism has not yet 
been driven from the world, 
Therefore Japan desires a 
Security Treaty with the United 
States of America. ., .” 

Quite naturally the treaty has 
not escaped criticism in Japan. 


As early as Sept. 1, 1955, 
Mamoru Shigemitsu, then 


Foreign Minister, said in an ad- 
dress to the Japan Society in 
New York: “We have now 
come to a stage where I fear 
the defense arrangement under 
the Security Treaty is becoming

The Friction Lessens

NEW YORK (AP)—Relations 
between the United States and 
Indonesia are on the upgrade 
after a long period of mutual 
suspicion. 

The Indonesian Foreign Min- 
ister, Dr. Subandrio, said as 
much last week after discussing 
mutual problems with Secretary 
of State Dulles in Washington. 

“We have found a common 
ground with the U.S.,” he told a 
reporter. “That is not to say 
that the common ground is as 
broad as it might be. But be- 
fore this, Indonesians felt the 
U.S. considered relations with 
Indonesia incidental. There 
was suspicion, What we want 
is basic understanding between 
the.U.S. and Indonesia and pro- 
gress has been made toward 
that.” 

Subandrio’s talk with Dulles 
reportedly was frank. He has 
not made public what was dis- 
cussed. 

However, the causes for fric- 
tion were many between the 
U.S. and Indonesia, a young re- 
public whose 82,000,000 people 
inhabit the East Indies archi- 
pelago, a treasure house of oil, 


tin, rubber and other raw ma- 
terials, 


Privately, the Indonesians 
have th..e Complaints against

They feel that the State De-

No outsider can appraise for 
Japan the preponderance of 
security over disadvantage and 
risk, or vice versa, involved in 
the existence of American bases 
on her territory and the absence 
of a share in decisions upon 
the use of the bases. Nor can 
an outsider estimate to what 
extent the Kishi Government 
represents mass opinion in Ja- 
pan on this subject. Such 
evidence as we have suggests 
that there is very considerable
